Dear Anita, 

Several rapes have been 
committed in my neighbor¬ 
hood. I know most women 
don’t like to think it can 
happen to them. But if it 
does, what should a woman 
do? 

— L. T., Los Angeles 


Dear L. T., 

'The first thing to remem- 
bsr is to keep all the evi¬ 
dence — including that on 
your body. Don’t wash up. 
Don’t discard clothing. 

Contact the police, sheriff 
or a local law enforcement 
agency and seek emergency 
medical treatment immedi¬ 
ately. When you enter the 
hospital, tell the doctor ex¬ 
actly what happe.ned and un¬ 
dergo all necessary tests. 

It may be easier for you 
to be Interviewed if you are 
accompanied by a sympathe¬ 
tic friend or counselor from 
your local rape crisis cen¬ 
ter. You can ask for a wo¬ 
man Investigator when you 
report the rape. If you wish 
to. Most law enforcement 
agencies In California try 
to provide a woma.n officer. 

You will be asked to re¬ 
peat your story to a deputy 
district attorney, and you 
will be a witness for the 
prosecution. You should get 
your own attorney if you 
wish. You may no be asked 
about your past sexual ex¬ 
periences in court. Other 
laws too, have changed so 
that at rape trials you are 
not treated as the “guilty” 
person. 

Most people are beginning 
to understand that rape is an 
assault and should be treated 
as assault.

fire Chief Charles Brown Gives Holiday Safety Hints 


Holiday festivities are once 
again the order of the day 
with Christmas and New 
Year right around the cor¬ 
ner. Ironically, the very ob¬ 
jects which brighten the 
season .can cause disaster if 
used unwisely, says Sierra 
Madre Fire Chief Charles E. 
Brown. 

Christmas trees, decorative 
lighting and fireplaces add 
to the enjoyment of the sea¬ 
son. but also add an addit¬ 
ional hazard to your home. 

The chief offers the fol¬ 
lowing safety tlps to keep in 
mind when purchasing dec- 
tw^tlve lighting, materials 
and trees: 

— Purchase only Under¬ 
writers Laboratories (UD 
listed lighting strings. The 
UL. label indacates which 
light strings smd extension 
cords are suitable for indoor 
and outdoor use. 


— CHieck all new and used 
lighting strings carefully. 
Each should be ch,ecked for 
frayed or bare wires, cracked 
sockets and plugs, and loose 
connections. Be on the safe 
side and discard all unsafe 
equipment. 

— Do not overload the 
electrical circuts. Electrical 
wiring that is forced to carry 
more than it is intended to 
handle may overheat and 
result in a fire. Check the 
wire capacity listing and fol¬ 
low the manufacturer’s re¬ 
commendation. 

— Never place electrical 
lighting close to flammable 
materials. 

— String lights Sho u 1 d 
never be used on a metal 
tree. A short circuit in the 
insulation could make the 
tree electrically “live,” re¬ 
sulting in severe electrical 
shook. Use spot lights to il¬ 


luminate a metal tr«.-€. 

. — Remember . . . always 
turn off lighting when lea¬ 
ving home or retiring for the 
evening. 

The chief reminds that the 
selection of a Christmas 
tree, whether natural or arti¬ 
ficial is an important mat¬ 
ter. Artificial trees should 
cary a flame resistant label. 
A natural tree should be 
checked for freshness. Re¬ 
member fresh trees dry out 
rapidly in heated rooms. 
Make sure you keep the base 
holder full of water by 
ohecking daily. 

When trimming the tree 
and fireplace mantel, use 
only non c ombustible and 
flame - retardant materials. 
Never place trimmings near 
open flames, heat or elec¬ 
trical connections. On Christ¬ 
mas day remove all wrap¬ 
ping paper immediately af-

ter presents are open. Place 
paper in covered metal trash 
containers. Do not burn 
them in the fireplace. A 
flash fire may result, as 
wrapping paper can ignite 
suddenly and get out of cen¬ 
tred. 

Chief Brown also pointed 
out the wisdom of under¬ 
standing what to do in ca.se 
of a fire and how to be pre 
pared. 

He recommended sitting 
down with your family and 
drawing an emergency es¬ 
cape plan, Including alter¬ 
nate escape routes and se¬ 
lecting a common meeting 
place outside. 

— Keep a fully-charged 
fire extinguisher handy. 
Every member of the fam¬ 
ily should be familiar with 
its location and how to oper¬ 
ate it properly. Eton’t place 
it next to the tree; you may 
not be able to get it if 
needed. 

— Keep fire department, 
police department, em e r - 
gency medlral and other 
emergency phone numbers 
posted on or near your tele¬ 
phone. Stickers containing 
the emergency phone num¬ 
bers are available at your 
local police or fire station.

There are good reporters 
and there are reporters who 
sometimes make mistakes — 
as Jack Anderson, a sensa¬ 
tional - oriented columnist 
did recently. 

He took on the agri¬ 
cultural scientifi c c o m - 
munity in the Unitedt States 
and came off a bad second. 

Anderson implied in one 
of his columns that a new 
find of “fertilizer substi¬ 
tutes” had been discovered. 
That this substitute would 
displace commercial fertili¬ 
zers in America. 

That ain’t so. 

Soil scientists in the U.S. 
are unanimous in endorsing 
commercial fertilizers as 
they are used here today. 
These fertilizers comtain the 
same basic ingred i e n t s 
which you buy at the hard¬ 
ware store or nursery to 
raise good gardens. These 
basics are nitrogen, phos¬ 
phorous and potas slum. 
Sometimes we need trace 
elements but they are a 
minor need. 

Without these commercial 
fertilizers there would be a 
critical food shortage in the 
US. today, and more criti¬ 
cal shortages in the rest of 
the world. 

Contrary to what Ander¬ 
son implies, agronomists, 
microbiol<^ists, soil scien¬ 
tists, horticulturists, plant 
physiologists and relat e d 
workers are not dominated 
by ohemical companies. They 
are mostly independent and 
resxxx:ted members of the 
scientific community of our 
agricultural universit 1 e s. 
Their success in life depends 
upon maintaining their ob¬ 
jectivity. They have no in¬ 
centive to promote any brand 
of fertilizers.

Since last May 
more than 1,300,000 Californians used their pen to sign 
thir names on petitions to put a proposition on the next 
June 6. 1977 ballot to limit the property tax to one per 
cent of market value, require a two-thirds vote of both 
houses of the state legislature to raise any other taxes, and 
limit yearly propei^y market value raises to two per cent 
per year. We made it! 

Never before has a totaily voiuntary, noin-paid or¬ 
ganization been able to do this, and never before has 
people from all 58 counties in the state signed such peti- 
tlons.

Figures from the U.S. Department of Labor reveal that 
Union leaders, even local union leaders are getting saL 
aries that boggle the mind. A prime example is Harold 
Friedman, a Cleveland labor official had 
penses in 1976 of $352,330. Friedman received $229,742 as 
president of Bakery Workers Union which has 3,^ inenv 
bers, $126,006 as president of Teamsters Local 507, 6,0C0 
members, and $1,582 as a board member. Friedman got

Cleveland labor leader Jack Presser made $201,721. His 
father William got $136,541 from the Teamsters. Other in¬ 
credible salaries and expenses of local labor leaders were 
William T. Joyce, Teamsters, Chicago, $174,214, Roy Wil¬ 
liams, Teamsters, Kansas City, $168,679; James E. Coll, 
Team.sters, Chicago, $158,103; Louis Peick. Teamsters, Chi¬ 
cago, $145,619; Arnie Weinmeister, Teamsters, Seattle, 
$125,675; J. J. Spingola, Laborers, Chicago, $120,086. 

By comparison, George Meany, president of the 14 mil¬ 
lion member APL-CIO receied $90,921 in salary and ex¬ 
penses for the year ending last June. Leonard Woorl- 
cock, president, UAW, 500,000 members, got $64,254 salary 
and expenses last year. Several union officials drew sal¬ 
aries from several union jobs. 

These ofifcials are only a tiny part of the total number 
of union officials wiho draw comparable salaries and ex¬ 
penses from their union jobs. Can you imagine what the 
amount of the pe.nsions for these and other union offi¬ 
cials will cost? It’s beyod my comprehension. 

ITEM —' I am told that the pubiic employee unions 
are in the process of raising $2 million to oppose the 
Peoples Amendment To Control Taxation, which qualified 
for the June California baiiot two weeks ago. 

The public employee unions are determined to pre¬ 
vent the people from enacting any law to reduce their 
own taxes. They are being joined by most elected officials, 
including Governor Brown, L.A. County Supervisor Ed 
Edelman. Assemiblyman Alan Serioty, Assemblyman How-^ 
ard Berman. Senator David Roberti, anid a number of 
other enemies of the iowly taxpayers, who are determined 
that the people are not to have a say in their govern¬ 
ment. Their credb is tax, tax, tax, spend, spend, spend, 
spend, elect, elect and elect. Our credo is cut the taxes 
and do not re-elect.

get so upset about drugs 
when you really don’t know 

a thing about them?” 


If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. ■ 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
"good” or “bad,” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive ft 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him ^ 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).
